G.'A. R. Steiner and Ed C. Nelson were re-elécted 'to
the - City Council for four years by substantial majorities
over William T. Klusman and Albert H. Bartlett, long-time
city clerk, walked away from R. F. Hogue, his opponent,
by the most decigive vote in. the election. ' Carleton B.
Bell was elected for the two-year term on the City-Coun-
¢il without opposition, and Harry H. Dollpy was likewise
wnopposed for city treasurer: |
